Mixing has been discussed ever since the beginning of 
the industrial revolution. Like the back to the land 
movement, it was initially based on nostalgic 

perceptions about the better life in the small village 


in which everyone knew his neighbour. 


The importance of the mixing concept has increased 
over time and with experience gained from trial and 
error experimentation throughout Europe and North 
America. Mixing has been attempted in housing 
projects, new towns, school classrooms and the work 
place. From these experiments one point rings clear, 
the reader can learn as much from past failure as 
from success itself. Some authors have compared mixing 
and homogeneous communities or neighbourhoods. These 
studies are very revealing. They question the belief 
that residents of homogeneous neighbourhoods are more 


Satisfied with their neighbourhoods. 
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
